Wright and welcomed them on their 
return to Memphis. 
General Wright 
was visibly affected and said he was 
glad to bo at homo again. 
His re­ 
marks were very brief, and after the 
reception he was escorted to hia resi­ 
dence on Jessamine street. 
Today has been a busy day for the 
rice governor. 
President Roosevelt 
and party arrived from Mississippi at 
9 IO o’clock in the morning

the parade down 
Main street to tho Gayoso hotel, where 
General Wright was in waiting to re­ 
ceive the chief executive. 
At noon a 
breakfast was given the president and 
General and Mrs. Wright by the ladles

The dogs got a fresh trail during the 
day and the president and Holt Col 
lier followed It half a dozen miles to 
the Big Sunflower river. 
The bear 
crossed a mile below the ford they 
went to, and believing he was making 
for the canebrake on the other side, 
they endeavored to head ii off 
When 
they got Into the brake, however, they 
were disgusted to find that the bear 
bud doubled on his trsck and crossed 
the river still further down. 
It was 
then nearing the time to break camp. t 
and the president was reluctantly com- ! 
pelted to abandon further pursuit of 
the elusive quarry. 
Although the president has failed to 
kill a bear on this expedition, he has 
enjoyed his outing and speaks In high 
praise of the hospitality that has been 
accorded him. 
He philosophically at­ 
tributed his ill-fortune to the tradi­ 
tional hunter’s luck, and says the next 
lime he goes after bear he will ar­ 
range to stay long enough for the luck 
to change. 
The breaking up of camp was an 
Interesting proceeding. 
The camp 
outfit was loaded Into slx-mule wag 
ons. the beds and sides of which were 
formod of the ooards used for the 
table and tent floors. 
A deer killed yesterday sud the bear 
killed Monday were loaded and will 
be taken to Washington on the special 
train.

Deems Needful. 
Indianapolis. Nov 
19.—If all the 
men who sold their votes at the re­ 
cent election should be convicted and 
made to pay the penalty of the law, 
the state would have to invest a fab­ 
ulous sum in the erection of jails and 
prisons In which to keep them. 
If the 
vote-buyers should all be punished the 
goveinor would probably have to call; 
out the militia to round them up. The 
law's of Indiana are so loose that vote- 
buying 
goes 
on 
now 
without 
any 
strong effort being made to stop it. 
It 
Is reported that In Green county alone 
over 1.700 votes were purchased, while 
In Morgan. Owen, Boone. Martin and 
many other counties hundreds of men j 
had signed receipts a month before 
the election. 
The law provides a re­ 
ward for information regarding vote- 
buying, yet there are but few arrests. 
There Is no way of obtaining an accur-’ 
ate estimate, but it is probable that 
over 25,000 men sold their votes in 
Indiana this year. 
True reformers 
believe now that the only way to get 
at the root of this evil is to punish 
the vote-buyer as well as the seller. 
J. A. M. Adair, a Democratic represen-j 
tative from Portland, says he Intends 
to introduce a bill to amend the law 
so that vote-buyers will be punished. 


The recommendation of the special 
committee of the State Teachers' as­ 
sociation in favor of the establishment 
of another state normal school is lia­ 
ble to precipitate a lively contest for 
the location. 
The recommendation, of 
course, does not make it certain that 
the achoo! will be built, but it is an 
Important move In that direction, as 
all the teachers In the state are to 
receive a copy of the report 
It will 
be recalled that last session one of j 
the principal features was the effort to 
give the Muncie normal school to the 
state. 
This was defeated after It had 
parsed the senate, and Senator Walter 
Ball of Muncie, who fostered It, has 
sa d It will not be reintroduced. 
The 
Muncie normal proposition It is under­ 
stood is dead, but others will spring 
up with the hope of securing a big 
institution. 
It is also expected that a 
hard fight will be made to keep the 
legislature from making an appropria­ 
tion. as many educators believe that 
one school is sufficient at this time. 


Men who are in position to know 
predict that the coming session of the 
legislature will not make any marked 
change In the liquor laws. 
In fact, 
many believe there will be no change, 
although 
the 
anti-saloon 
league 
Is 
making a vigorous war of extermina­ 
tion. 
When the legislature met two 
years ago the temperance forces went 
In determined to get more stringent 
laws. 
They Introduced two or three 
bills, but none of them became laws. 
as there was an understanding among 
the members of the house and senate 
that no changes should be made. 
The 
brewers and liquor men have announc­ 
ed that they will not try to have any 
of the laws repealed, so It is safe to 
predict that the temperance forces 
will not be able to actorapHsh much. 
as the average politician seems to be­ 
lieve that the anti-liquor laws now on 
the statute books are good enough. 


The talk of Perry I^ewls of Coving­ 
ton for speaker of the house Is not 
taken very seriously, although there 
is a prospect that ?. dark horse will 
be sprung at any time. 
Lewis is a 
new man, but Is said to be a good 
lawyer and many believe he would 
make a good speaker. 
It Is not be­ 
lieved. however, that he will be a can­ 
didate, as even his friends say that a 
speaker ought to have one session's 
experience before he attempts to pre­ 
side. 
The situation looks very much 
now as lf it Is going to be the field 
against Henry W. Marshall of Lafay­ 
ette. who Is regarded as the leading 
candidate.
